LONGER RUN PICTURES 
OF NAKED WOMEN

Playboy is about to find out how many people 
really do read it for the articles. 

The magazine that helped usher in the sex- 
ual revolution in the 1950s and ’60s by bring- 
ing nudity into America’s living rooms— or at 
least its sock drawers— announced this week 
that it will no longer run photos of naked 
women. 

Playboy has seen its circulation plunge in 
recent decades as it has fallen victim to some 
of the very forces it helped set in motion. First 
it had to deal with competition from more 
sexually explicit magazines like Penthouse 
and Hustler. Now the Internet is awash in 
high-definition porn. 

Playboy has decided that the answer is less 
skin, not more. 

“%u’re now one click away from every sex 
act imaginable for free. And so it’s just passe 
at this juncture,” Playboy Enterprises CEO 
Scott Flanders told The New York Times. 

Starting in March, Playboy’s print edition 


wiU still feature women in sexy provocative 
poses, but they will no longer be fully nude. 
It will become more like Esquire and other 
magazines with PG-13-type pictures. 

The Times said the magazine has not decid- 
ed whether to continue having a centerfold. 

Playboy became famous for publishing nude 
photos of some of the world’s most famous 
women. Marilyn Monroe was its first center- 
fold, 62 years ago. 

Although the change represents a major 
shift for the magazine, it is also the latest step 
away from full nudity which was banned from 
Playboy’s website in August 2014. That helped 
make the site safer for work and public places 
and enabled Playboy to get onto Facebook, 
Twitter and other platforms. 

The magazine has said its online audience 
soared with that move, averaging a fourfold 
increase in monthly unique visitors. 

During Playboy’s print heyday readers could 
plausibly if not always convincingly claim they 
read it for its fiction, journalism and interviews. 

It published the work of such writers as 
John Updike, Jack Kerouac, Norman Mailer, 
Ray Bradbury and Joseph Heller, and inter- 
viewed the likes of Jimmy Carter, Fidel Castro, 



Malcolm X, Muhammad Ali, Miles Davis, 
Frank Sinatra and Bob Dylan. 

One of the magazine’s veteran contributors, 
celebrity interviewer David Rensin, praised 
the move away from full nudity as something 
Playboy should have done years ago. 

“It’s a good business move. The magazine’s 
got to keep up with the times,” said Rensin, 
whose long list of interview subjects includes 
Bill Gates, Jerry Seinfeld, Martin Scors- 
ese and, more recently, Lena Dunham and 


Scarlett Johansson. 

For every newsmaker or celebrity who said 
yes to a Playboy interview, Rensin told The 
Associated Press on Tuesday there were oth- 
ers who said no because they didn’t want their 
words to appear next to or near photographs 
of naked women. 

The Times said taking full nudity out of 
the magazine was something the 89 -year-old 
Hugh Hefner signed off on when Playboy edi- 
tor Cory Jones ran the idea by him. 

“The political and sexual climate of 1953, 
the year Hugh Hefner introduced Playboy 
to the world, bears almost no resemblance to 
today,” Flanders said in a statement. “We are 
more free to express ourselves politically, sex- 
ually and culturally today and that’s in large 
part thanks to Hef ’s heroic mission to expand 
those freedoms.” 

The shift will be accompanied by other 
changes, including a slightly larger size and 
heavier, higher-quality paper meant to give the 
magazine a more collectible feel. 

Playboy’s print circulation, measured at 
5.6 million in 1975, is now about 800,000, ac- 
cording to Alliance for Audited Media, the 
Times reported.

Automatic 401(k)s boost 
savings for Millennials

Much has been made 
about the effect that 
the 2007-09 bear 
market has had on 
the investing habits 
of today’s 20 -some- 
things. The theory 
goes that coming of 
age during a severe 
market downturn will 
put you off stocks, 
and the risks they 
entail, for good. 

But a recent study 
by the Vanguard Center for Retirement 
Research finds that technology can help us 
overcome past experiences. 

According to the 
report, the median 
allocation that Millenni- 
als had in stocks in 2003 
was 82 percent. In 2013, 
the allocation actually 
increased to 89 percent. 

Millennials are 
defined as those 18 to 
34. Vanguard’s study was 
based on 393 employer- 
sponsored retirement 
plans that were available 
in 2003 and 2013, and 

encompasses as many as i million plan-eligi- 
ble employees. 

According to Van- 
guard, the answer is automation. 

In 2003, less than i percent of the plans in 
Vanguard’s study offered automatic enroll- 
ment, a feature in which employees are auto- 
matically enrolled in their workplace retire- 
ment plan, no signing up required.

On top of that, more young people are 
now taking advantage of all-in-one funds, 
like target-date funds, that hold a balance of 
stocks, bonds and other investments. 

What if you’re automatically enrolled in 
your employer’s retirement plan? Here’s what 
you can expect.

The Vanguard study found that, typically, 
the default contribution rate for those who 
are automatically enrolled in a workplace 
retirement plan is 3 percent. 

While that’s better than not participat- 
ing at all in your 40i(k), it’s a long way from 
the 10 percent or more that most financial 
advisers suggest putting away for retirement 
each year. 

The good news is that the majority of 
40i(k)s with auto enrollment also have an 
auto-increase feature for contributions. In

Congratulations if you had Josh McCown on 
your fantasy football team this week. And 
super-congratulations if you don’t know what 
I’m talking about. You are one of the few re- 
maining earthlings who hasn’t been swept up 
in the fantasy tidal wave. 

Millions are playing. Billions have 
gotten sick of the commercials. 

Sports leagues and media conglom- 
erates are jumping into bed with 
daily fantasy sites. 

Unless you have Peyton Manning 
as your quarterback, everybody is 
having a grand old time. Nobody 
wants to talk about the looming 
downside. 

“Right now there’s an absence 
of recognizing there are any problems,” said 
Kevin Whyte, the executive director of the 
National Council on Problem Gambling. 

The NFL, NBA and MLB all claim that 
picking a virtual team and wagering money on 
its performance is different from picking a real 
team and wagering money on its performance. 


The first is legal because it’s based on skill. The 
second isn’t because it’s based on chance. Feel 
free to laugh at the distinction. 

Of course fantasy sports is gambling. And 
that’s all right. I’m not pro-gambling, but 
pragmatism says banning it would go about as 
well as Prohibition. 

Most can gamble and walk away 
But about 5 percent of gamblers are 
prone to addiction and the finan- 
cial and emotional ruin it brings. 

Congress outlawed online 
gambling in 2006. Fantasy sports 
were seen as season-long hobbies 
based on camaraderie and were 
exempted. But today anyone with 
a smartphone can pick a team in 
hopes of a huge daily payoff 
And this is America’s pastime. That lure, 
plus unprecedented access, makes daily fan- 
tasy arguably the biggest gateway drug to 
gambling addiction in history 

Congress wants to review the 2006 law and 
potentially include fantasy sports. There aren’t 
any comprehensive studies on its effect, but 


56 million people will play this year. That’s a 
lot of potential fantasy addicts, and the big- 
gest pushers are supposedly responsible com- 
panies such as Disney the NBA and Comcast. 
All have invested in daily fantasy sites. The 
NFL hasn’t as a league, but 28 teams have 
deals with DraftKings or FanDuel. 

If fantasy sports continues to explode and 
it leads to a quantum leap in addiction, maybe 
the NFL will provide free Uber rides to the 
nearest Gamblers Anonymous meeting. 


Websites, the leagues and ESPN should at 
least slap on a Surgeon General’s-type warning 
telling players of fantasy’s addictive dangers. Of 
course, that would admit there are dangers. 

It’s easier to pretend it’s harmless fun. If 
you believe that, I have a Broncos quarter- 
back I’d like to trade you.

The Cubs are 
young, but does 
that even matter?

Wins have been flowing from the Cubs’ foun- 
tain of youth this year. So much so that the 
team has found itself in the midst of a delight- 
fully unexpected playoff run one year ahead of 
expected schedule. 

Six players on the Cubs’ postseason roster 
were born in the ’90s: infielders Starlin Castro 
(1990), Javier Baez (1992), Kris Bryant (1992) 
and Addison Russell (1994), catcher/outfielder 
Kyle Schwarber (1993) and outfielder Jorge 
Soler (1992). So do the postseason’s vagaries 
and pressures weigh heavy on the Cubs’ fresh 
talent? 

Not necessarily according to their boss. 

“If we had not been doing well, then this 
lack of experience would be working against 
us,” Cubs manager Joe Maddon conceded in 
Monday’s postgame interview. 

Maddon has been most impressed by their 
ability to learn from the little experience they 
already have. 

‘A lot of our guys have met adversity on the 
major-league level, which is different than 
meeting adversity on the minor-league level,” 
he said. “When you have to handle it here 
and overcome it here, it’s absolutely different 
and has a chance to be more longstanding in 
a sense because you’ve done it here and know 
how to do it again,” he said. 

Take Bryant, one of the leading Rookie of 
the Thar contenders, for example. 

Bryant snapped out of a funk in Game 3, 
giving a two-for-five performance including 
a two-run homer during the fifth inning that 
changed the overall dynamic of the game. 
Surely something changed, right? 

“I’m not doing anything different at all,” 
Bryant said after the game. “Just taking ad- 
vantage of a pitch when I get it and hitting it 
hard.” 

But none of the youngsters has been as im- 
pressive this postseason as outfielder Soler. 
Soler proved himself to be a valuable offen- 
sive weapon against the Cardinals this series, 
collecting four hits in seven official at-bats, 
hitting two home runs, driving in four runs 
and perhaps most importantly drawing six 
walks. 

“Right now, he is basically forcing the 
pitcher into the strike zone, and that’s why 
you’re seeing the hard contact,” Maddon said. 
“I like that he’s figuring it out right now Ob- 
viously that’s good for us. This is something 
that he can hold onto and understand how it 
plays into the future.” 

“His at-bats are awesome,” Bryant added. 
“He’s seeing the ball really really good, taking 
some borderline pitches there and he’s not 
missing his pitch when he gets it.”

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The Darkness’ Justin Hawkins on 
living the dream for as long as you ean’

N ame a more ftin rock song from this millennium than the Darkness’ “I Believe in a 
Thing Called Love.” I just don’t think you can do it, and the song’s ubiquity should 
make its glory common knowledge. 


What you may not know is that the English 
rock band— which elevated your chances of em- 
barrassing yourself via air guitar or high-pitched 
wailing by 5,000 percent with its 2003 debut 
“Permission to Land”— released its fourth album, 
“Last of Our Kind,” in June. The album still 
returns rock to a fun, glammy guitar solo-heavy 
place, but now with increased medieval references, 
from opener “Barbarian” to closer “Conquerors.” 

You can Google the now-dated, tabloid-y 
stuff about drugs and the hiatus that took place 
between 2005’s “One Way Ticket to Hell ... and 
Back” and 2012’s “Hot Cakes.” Those well-worn 
topics weren’t on the docket for our phone 
interview with 40 -year-old singer/guitarist Justin 
Hawkins, who was named after Justin Hayward 
of the Moody Blues (!) and spoke with RedEye 
from his home in Switzerland. “It sounds more 
exotic than it really is,” he said. “I don’t live in 
a chalet on a mountain surrounded by people 
yodeling. But I do wear lederhosen occasionally”

You recently performed on stage with shield- 
toting barbarians, but you said it was probably 
a one-time thing. What do you see as the pros 
and cons of the band members dressing up and 
being the barbarians themselves? 

Oh. Well, I think that when your blood is up and 
the beast is upon you and you’re behaving like a 
barbarian, what I’ve noticed is that you do things 
you’re not supposed to really Like you end up 
swinging swords about. Most of the barbarian 
re-enactment people that we used have not got 
aU of their teeth. And I’m currently having my 
teeth realigned, and the last thing that I want 
is my brother smashing it out with a pickax or 
whatever it is that they do. Although I am all 
for long boating. I think that the Vikings were 
underrated nautical geniuses. And very good 
rowers too. That’s where they’ve got all that 
upper-body strength from. There are elements I 
think we could probably use, but not all. 

Your shows are so theatrical anyway, but it seems 
you draw the line at dressing up in costume. 

It’s hard. Sometimes it’s good to dress up. 


Definitely good to dress up. But for example if I 
was to dress up and do a tennis outfit, you would 
need to have it a little {restrained}. I wouldn’t 
totally wear a tennis outfit. I would have a hat 
that was shaped like a tennis ball or something 
like that that would be tennis-themed. I think if 
we were to dress up like barbarians it would be 
too literal. Or maybe I should just have a hat that 
is a Viking longship and then that would be like a 
nice middle ground, a nice compromise. 


How much do you feel like people make as- 
sumptions about the backstage world that ac- 
companies the type of music you’re playing? Is 
there an odd juxtaposition between the sound 
and the wild craziness people assume not actu- 
ally happening? 

^ah. It’s a weird experience when you’re not 
doing the things that you’re supposed to be doing. 
Although I must say some of the stories I was 
reading in the Motley Crue “Dirt” book and other 
rock excess books, I used to read those things 
and go {shudders}, ‘Amateur night.” We did what 
you’re supposed to for a good period of time. I 
don’t think you can live like that for long. Sooner

or later you have to pull the oars in, to use another 
Viking longboat reference. That time for us is 
about lo years ago. {Laughs.} It’s been a long time 
since we’ve lived the dream in the purest sense. ... 

I did love Motley Crue, that’s why I read the book, 
but just pertaining to that specific aspect of it. 

Does that type of rock ’n’ roll lifestyle almost 
seem like something most bands grow out of, 
like it’s natural to do that at first but eventually 
you can only do that for so long? And as a side 
question, can you ever be too old to wear tight 
clothing and run around on stage? 

Oh, no, that side of it, I always will— I even like 
it when an overweight man does it. I think it’s 
slightly more preposterous and almost more 
inspiring to watch. Nobody’s interested in dignity 
in rock ’n’ roU. It’s the one thing that all bands of a 
certain age have in common: There’s no growing 
old gracefully There’s living the dream for as long 
as you can. Onstage that’s the thing. Offstage 
there are a few select people who can {thrive} 
whilst repeatedly battering their internal organs 
with toxins. I am not one of those people. I don’t 
think I’d be able to sustain a lifestyle like that, 
which is why I just choose to live on vegetables. 
But I’m not going to tell you what I do backstage. 
Tou would be disgusted. Also it might affect my 
ability to get a work permit for America. 

You’ve been forthcoming in ways other artists 
aren’t about your catalog. How challenging is it 
to play shows where you know people want to 
hear certain songs when you’ve said you don’t 
enjoy playing a lot of the old material as much? 








i! 
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It’s interesting, actually There are songs from 
those middle albums that are fan favorites. And 
there are songs on those middle albums I really 
love, like “Every Inch of Abu” off “Hot Cakes”— 

I really love playing it, and it really gets me, I 
don’t know, it has something very special that 
makes me perform very well and it has a positive 
impact on the rest of the set. ... I haven’t got a 
problem singing fan favorites. The fact that they 
love it gives me a lift, you know 

For the new album you said the band went back 
to the days when you didn’t care; rather than 
tightening up due to expectations, you Just let 
loose and were “unprofessional” again. How 
much do you recommend all people do that in 
their Job? 

That depends. I think if you work for the Ameri- 
can Conservatives then it’s probably not a good 
idea to not care. Also if you’re volunteering for 
the Samaritans, caring is essential. But I do think 
if it’s a creative job, holding your own {and not} 
worrying about what people think. ... In the pur- 
est artistic sense you’re supposed to express your- 
self Sometimes that just means upsetting people. 
... That’s Hfe. ... I think the last record was good 
because we had nothing to lose. We had no label, 
no nothing. No drummer at one point. And we 
just made an album we wanted to make. We didn’t 
stop working on it until it was done. That was a 
terrible decision financially because it meant that 
we didn’t {tour} for the whole of 2014. But I think 
it was worth it just to get back on track in terms 
of the material and create something we’re really 
proud of It was important to do that because 
otherwise you’re just going through the motions, 
and I think people can smell when you’re going 
through the motions. It smeUs scented. Like a 
stagnant pond, you know; people can’t wait to 
swim away from you when you smell like that. 

You’ve talked about frustration with people 
perceiving you as comedic when that’s not the 
intention. How extra annoying is it then to go 
through multiple drummers, since if there’s one 
band most famous for that it’s Spinal Tap? 

Abah, but you know why Spinal Tap did that is 
because that’s what happens in real life. The only 
people that get upset about Spinal Tap compari- 
sons are the people that are already experienc- 
ing that. It’s art imitating life imitating art, or 
whatever you want to call it. What really annoys 
me is the fact that the job is in question. {We’re} 
people, and these are {our} careers, and {people 
disrespect that}. And that’s really sad, I think. 

So anyone who’s asking about it is a {bleep}ing 
asshole, and that’s just the way it is.

In that vein. Watershed’s You Never Know is as beguiling as the name. The drink offers a cozy 
embrace of autumn apple in its foundation of Leopold Bros. New York Apple whiskey, and further 
intrigues with a buzz of Averna, a pucker of lemon and a tumble of Angostura and peach bit- 
ters served in a generous glass. Also true to title is the drink’s curious staying power, as elements 
sweet, bitter, fruity and herbal combine in such a way that even with the accompaniment of a 
late-night bar snack (hey there, cheese curds and truffle fries), the imprint of this eclectic libation

GO AHEAD, CHECK IT OUT! 


The Humans of Newark blog has been a 
social media marvel for the past few years, a 
feat in itself considering the often-short life 
span of all things online. 

Like with most Internet sensa- 
tions these days, HONY’s success 
has led to book deals. “Humans of 
NewY)rk: Stories,” out Tuesday is 
the third such deal for photogra- 
pher Brandon Stanton. 

What started as a one-in-a- 
miUion photo blog of NewTbrkers 
evolved as Stanton added quotes 
and short stories, and the new 
book emphasizes this added 
layer. Unlike the previous HONY 
books, which largely have captions 
and descriptions from Stanton’s 
perspective, the text in “Stories” 
comes straight from the sources themselves. 

It’s easy to dismiss this as merely a money 
grab, but “Stories” makes a good argument 
for its ink-and-paper version. It is coffee-table 


book material, 400+ pages of full-color photos 
printed on glossy paper. And Stanton makes 
a good argument for it too: According to his 
post last week on humansofnewyork.com, the 
blog is “almost entirely financed by 
book sales.” So, yes, a money grab, 
but one that helps keep the site 
followed by millions going. 

I wasn’t overly familiar with Hu- 
mans of New Y)rk beyond what 
made its way into my Facebook 
newsfeed, but I ended up reading 
“Stories” cover to cover in one 
sitting. The powerful storytelling 
Stanton does on his blog translates 
seamlessly into book form. 

For the uninitiated, “Stories” 
shows what Humans ofNewY)rk 
is all about. And maybe you won’t 
scroll so quickly past the next HONY post you 
see pop up between engagement announce- 
ments and your grade school classmate’s wed- 
ding photos.
